We, the ready to wear houses, 
on the other hand, will use only 
three metres of the same fabric 
for a garment, and it. is sold to. 
“us at 2,700 francs ( £2.14s) the 
metre because we buy as much 
as 300 metres outright.” 


THE GOLD RUSH 


Another interesting factor’ is 
that workers receive more 
money by the hour in the ready 
to. wear. trade than in the haute 
couture, They ore highly sidil- 
ed operators, trained to do one 
specific . job, such ,as cutting, 
hemming, pressing, etc. 


Designers also command high 
salaries, and many have left the 
couture ranks to follow the fold
